‘The 
desire is: not to exclude those who are willing to do the work’ - 
of soldiers, for up to this the Government has not excluded 


| any caste from service; but if it were so, it ought to be so 


that they might serve in the higher appointments, such. as, 
Sherishtadars, Tehseeldars, Deputy Collectors, and other ‘castes 
be excluded from them.” The editor further considers it. a 
pity that some of the authorities have so worded the circular, 
as they have shown poor ones the road from employment ; 


and he thinks that if the Inspector-General of Police would 


make the meaning of the circular more clear, these poor peo- 
ple would not want employment.

Allusion is‘made to the mismanagement prevailing in: 
Talooga Ghirdhul. The Political Agent has, it is said, been 
obliged to send in a report concerning the excesses practised 
there ; and the Government is said to be very much displeased, : 
and has written to the Sirdar to “look after his agents, and 
make better arrangements for the Government of his country, 
otherwise there will be further interference.” 


The Punjabee Ukhbar, of the 25th of Destiaibie, after ex= 
tracts from other papers, English and Oordoo, publishes an 
article upon the tyranny practised by the King of Burmah. 
The writer alludes to the case of “an Englishman named 
Walker, who at twenty years of age entered the service (or 
the country?) of the King as a trader, and then as a servant of 
the Royal Council, on a salary of Rs. 800 amonth The 
first month’s pay came in all right; but in the second and 
third, there was a reduction of so much that the recipient 
could scarcely count upon Rs. 150.’’ The writer goes on to 
say, that ** Walker Sahib says that his appointment was to 
drill the troops of the King’s army;” &c. It is further no- 
ticed that large quantities of gunpowder is taken concealed in 
wine casks to Burmah ; and also that itis conveyed in boxes, 
the sides being bottles, and the middle gunpowder. Mr. 
Walker, who it seems has given this information, also says 
that one of the Princes, who bore enmity to some one, had his 
enemy and three friends with him killed, without provoca- 
tion ; and further, that another person, who had caused ‘the 
death of a bull, was first severely beaten, then the hand with 
which the offence was committed was lopped off, in the even- 
ing the other hand, and the next day he was put out of misery 
by being killed. ‘The writer says: :—‘¢ These are some of the 
acts of violence practised by the King of Burmah; what pun- 
Ishment and what. an end was King Theodore’ s? and he was 
not such a tyrant.” The writer thinks it is quite. necessary 
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for the, British. Government to interfere. And, stil} quoting. 
‘6 Walker Sahib,’ ” he goes on to say: When, I. paw: my; 
pay, the general of the army, at whose house I was, said to may: 
‘ Other officers-have taken the oath, and it is incumbent on 

you to do the same.’ I enquired as to the nature of the oath ; 

he replied that the oath was to bind me to be true and faith- 

ful to the King, and when opportunity offered, to fight against 
the British Government ; ;eand, looking upon Burmah as my 

country, to save it. I replied that this could not be, and that 

I would leave for Rangoon at once. That same evening the 
General sent for me, when there were some forty or fifty peo- 
ple with him, and he wounded me so severely. that I fainted ; 

and the people, thinking me dead, left me: when I recovered, 
I left for Rangoon. This kind of punishment is very com : 
mon with the King of Burmah, and an agent should be 
appointed to see into it.”

Khatif, to the effect that ‘‘on the 15th of November, there 
was a flight of flies a quarter of an inch in length in the city 
of Surat.

flowed with envy, and an order was passed for thé King of 
Bokhara not to interest himself in the sale of any ‘but Rassian 
goods, and to prevent the merchants from bringing any Ene- 
lish goods into the market. In consequence of this, the King 
of Bokhara had it proclainied that there should be no trade in 
English goods, except under a tax of 25 per cent. Hearing 
fhis, the Bokhara merchants became preatly concerned, because 
their agente at Peshawur had laid in a large supply of Eng- 
lish goods ; and on representing the hardship to the King of 
Bokhara, they obtained permission to sell off what they had 
collected, but on condition not to purchase any more; other- 
wise they would have to bear the loss, After this, a spy gave 
notice to the King that many of the traders had a quantity 
of such property collected in the jungle, and that they brought 
it into. Bokhara, and sold it against the orders of: the King; 
so the King considered the subject, and argued. with himself 
that if he confiscated the property, the merchants would ery 
out, and there would be reports of his tyranny all over the 
country; so he determined upon another plan,—the jungle 
was set on fire, and all the property -burnt: thus the mer- 
chants were ruined. Hearing of this, the Friend of India 
complains very much, saying that the sale of English goods, 
in. which such a profitable trade was carried on, :has been 
put astop to by the Russians. The Khushphul Ukhbar adds, 
that if this be true,.the results will soon be made known in 
Hindoostan and in the Bombay market; because in Bombay 
there is censidérable trade earried on in eloth and green teas . 
and they do not purchase for Cabul alone, .but-for all Asia:
